try. 


When 
Kuhn balked 
several 


times at answering "yes" or "no" 
to queries by Rhea Whitley, for 
the House committee investigat- 
ing un-American activities, Rep- 
resentative 
Thomas 
(R-NJ) 


shouted: 


"Mr. Chairman, this witness is 


unruly, evasive and making every 
attempt to evade these questions. 
I want the witness to answer the 
questions." 


Kobn Shouts 


Dies, cigar in mouth, pounded on 


the table with a heavy gavel and 
the stocky Kuhn shouted through 
the din: 


"I asked you to get fair ques- 


tions here. What has the supreme 
court of Germany to do with un- 
American activities?" 


The committee had recalled 


Kuhn to the stand today for fur- 
ther information about the poli- 
cies of the bund, which he has 
headed since its formation.- 


Alluding to a trip which Kuhn 


and other bund officials made to 
Germany in 1936, Whitley brought 
up the fact that Kuhn had headed 
, a subscription drive which raised 


$3,000 in this county for German 
winter relief. Kuhn had testified 
that he delivered this money in 
person to Adolf Hitler. 


After Kuhn had agreed that 


-many members of the"bund were 
unemployed and that, as Ameri- 
can citizens, they were eligible for 
relief 
payments, Whitley 
de^ 


jnanded: 


"So some of your members con- 


tributed money that the United 
States government gave for re- 
lief to take over and turn over to 
Mr. Hitler for the winter relief 
fund in Germany?" 


The witness 
answered "yes," 


but almost immediately after- 
wards challenged this statement. 
"How.do you know that?" he de- 
manded. 


Kuhn Called Back 


Washington, Aug. 17 OB—Call- 


ing back Fritz Kuhn for further 
questioning about the 'German- 
American Bund, which he heads, 
the Dies committee sought today 
to link his organization with other 
societies in the United States. 


Before the stocky, heavy-ac- 


cented witness resumed his testi- 
mony, one committee member told 
reporters: 


"There is an inter-locking set- 


up by which certain organiza- 
tions reprint each other's propa- 
ganda, support each other's meet- 
ings, and- cooperate to advance 
their common cause." 


Indications were that members 


of some of the groups would be

ican activities, when Kuhn and 
his aides in the German-American 
Bund have been questioned.

Guarded Hints Dropped 
That Germany Ready for 


Negotiations; More 


Demands in View 


(By The Associated Press) 


Europe watched anxiously to- 


day as Poland faced firmly in- 
creasingly insistent Nazi demands 
for settlement of the Danzig 
question. 


Guarded hints were dropped in 


Berlin that Germany had left the 
door open for direct negotiations 
with Poland—that Germany was 
not .inviting another "Munich" 
settlement Involving other 
pow- 


ers. 
.- But greater issues even than 
unconditional return .of the free 
city were considered at stake in 
Germany. 


Well-informed German sources 


described Danzig as no bargain- 
ing .point at all. They said the 
viewpoint was spreading rapidly 
thit Germany should increase-'her 
demands. " 
- 


In circles close to the govern- 


ment it was said the time had be- 
come ripe for settling issues in- 
volving the fate of more than 1,- 
000,000 Germans living in Polish 
regions bordering Germany. 


Germany was ready for any 


emergency with extensive 
pre- 


paredness measures, but the opin- 
ion prevailed that a 
bloodless 


solution would be found. 


Sweeping Campaign 


In Warsaw, a sweeping Polish 


campaign against any Nazi bor- 
ing-from-within was predicted fol- 
lowing the "temporary detention" 
of Rudolf Wiesner, co-leader .of 
the German minority party. 


Foreign observers saw in the 


seizure of Wiesner, an open ex- 
ponent of Naziism, Poland's reso- 
lution not to allow a repetition 
of Czecho-Slovakia's 1938 experi- 
ence with the Sudeten area where 
Konrad Henlein was minority 
leader. 


An "official announcement said 


several scores of Germans of 
Polish citizenship and several Ger- 
man citizens had been arrested on 
charges of belonging to "an es- 
pionage and subversive organiza- 
tion." 


Britain remained aloof but went 


ahead with her rearming. 


The situation was regarded in 


London as calling for no initiative 
from the British-French front al- 
though for the second successive 
day the authoritative Times pub- 
lished a long editorial on the 
Polish-German tension. • 


It said, "nothing whatever" 


could be done without Poland's 
full consent and noted an "abate- 
ment of the abuse of Poland and 
Great Britain" in the 
German 


press with the comment that "the 
voice of common sense can better 
be heard when the clamor of 
propaganda is silent" 


Naval Training 


At Southampton, the first 500 


men reported for naval training 
under the new: conscripiton law 
and an announcement of plans for 
national registration of manpower 
in wartime was followed by dis- 
closure of a plan to consider com- 
pulsory war-risk insurance of real 
estate.

Resolution Demands That 


Board Revise Conduct 


New York, Aug. 17 <#)—The 


New York State Federation of 
Labor (AFL) 
today condemned 


the present construction and ad- 
ministration of the National La- 
bor Relations Act as being "un- 
fair, inequitable and subversive of 
the true principles of collective 
bargaining." 


It demanded in a resolution 


thaf the labor board revise its 
administration of the act so as to 
accord minority craft groups the 
right of voluntary determination 
of their own bargaining agencies. 


Joseph P. Ryan, president of 


the International Longshoremen's 
Association, long a critic of the 
national labor board and of Secre- 
tary of Labor Frances Perkins, 
led in the demand for revision of 
the act and also called for a 
change in the personnel of the 
board. 


The action followed an address 


by Elmer F. Andrews, adminis- 
trator of the-U. S. labor depart- 
ment's wage and hour division. 


Andrews told the organization, 


which claims -membership of 1,- 
100,000, one result of the wage 
and hour law had been "to throw 
a strong flood light upon some of 
the slum areas of American in- 
dustry which many people didn't 
even knew existed; areas in which 
men and .women and children had 
been crushed down to the starva- 
tion level until the taxpayers had 
to coroe to. their relief."

Convicts Mayor, 19 
Other Defendants 


Verdict Finds 20 Persons 


Conspired to Defraud 
City of Million Dollars; 


Jury Out Six Hours 


Waterbury, Conn., Aug. 17 UP) 


—A jury's verdict 
placed 
in 


jeopardy today the. liberty, of 
Vlayor Frank Hayes and other 
members of what a grand jury 
called a "ruthless' and corrupt 
band" responsible for looting the 
treasury of this manufacturing 
city through a conspiracy hatched 
nearly a decade ago. 


The verdict, returned by nine 


men and three women, convicted 
the 56-year-old bachelor mayor 
and 18 others of conspiring to 
cheat and defraud the city of over 
a million dollars through fraud- 
ulent payments to city officials, 
once powerful politicians, lawyers, 
accountants and contractors. 


No comment was forthcoming 


from any of the defense lawyers 
after the verdict, but Special 
Prosecutor Hugh M. Alcorn gave 
newspapermen this one-sentence 
statement: 


"In my opinion, no Connecticut 


jury ever rendered a greater pub- 
lic service." 


Like Verdict 


Judge Ernest A. Inglis, who pre- 


sided for nearly nine months over 
Connecticut's 
longest 
criminal 


trial, returned a like verdict in 
the case of a 20th defendant who 
had elected to place his fate in 
the hands of the court. 


The 20 convicted men, together 


with two who pleaded guilty when 
the trial began November 29 and 
another who threw himself on thi 
mercy of the court with a noli 
contendere plea, were ordered t< 
appear before the judge tomorrow 
when, he indicated, they migh 
hear their sentences. 


Whether sentences would be 


pronounced then depended on the 
time required to argue motions to 
set aside the verdicts. 


The jury, which had before it 


more than two million words of 
testimony, deliberated more than 
six hours yesterday before an- 
nouncing the verdicts which made 
possible maximum prison terms 
of five or 15 years, depending on 
which of two statutes the judge 
chose to invoke. 


Prior to 1937, 
Connecticut's 


conspiracy law called for a max- 
imum penalty of five years in 
prison and S5QO fine. In that year 
the legislature raised the maxi- 
mum prison term to 15 years. 


Since the state charges the 


Waterbury conspiracy began in 
1930 and continued until 1938, 
there was a question as to which 
statute would guide the judge in 
pronouncing sentence.

It is 
when the totalitarian country im- 
poses, or tries to impose, its sys- 
tem on a people outside its bor- 
ders that its action becomes the 
concern of all free men." 


He expressed belief democracy 


not only faces perils from without 
but perils from within which can 
be averted only by reliance on its 
spiritual, rather than political, 
foundations.

TOUGH MEAT CURE 


Millions of people tired of trying to masti- 


cate tough meat, what with their missing 
grinders and new dentures and one thing 
and another, \vill be thrilled by the announce- 
ment that a Hungarian scientist has found a 
magic way to make tough meat tender. 


He does it with pineapples. And this 


doesn't refer to explosives. The peaceful 
pineapple, he explains, contains a principle 
called bromelin, which is a "protein-digesting 
enzyme", found in the leaves and stems of 
pineapples as well as the fruits. This little 
wonder-worker can be extracted and pre- 
pared in the form of a yellow powder, which 
the housewife or restaurant chef can apply 
to tough steaks shortly before cooking. It 
rapidly digests the connecting tissue and is 
said lo "make the toughest, rib steak the 
equal of porterhouse, so far as tenderness is 
concerned." Probably it will improve even 
the fine cuts themselves.

"HOPELESS" CASES 


NON-DOMESTIC SERVICE 


Studying the surprising boom in public 


eating places during a time of depression, 
when most people might expect that people 
would be eating at home for economy, a New 
York Times writer comes to some interest- 
ing conclusions. 


It is largely a result, he suggests, of the 


hard times "bringing into the labor market 
far more than the normal influx of women". 
This has occurred especially in the case of 
married women whose husbands are out of 
work. Women go primarily into the service 
industries, and these have suffered less un- 
employment than have the basic industries. 
It is natural that women who "work out" in 
business or service jobs should tend to "eat 
out", and other members of their families 
tend to eat out with them. 


Other reasons for the growth of restaurant, 


hotel and boarding house patronage are the 
automobile which readily takes people any- 
where for a meal, the drift to apartment life, 
and the lessening importance of the home 
as a center for family life. 


When a patient with poor hearing, poor eye-

Should he decide on consulting one other than a 


member of the medical profession, he realizes that 
the medical specialist has been straightforward in 
telling him that, in his opinion, nothing could be 
done for him, but at the same time he is determined 
that as long as the symptoms are present he is go- 
ing to try to find some method of obtaining relief. 


Should a physician tell his patient that there is 


nothine more that can be done, and, in cases that 
mustf won end in death, should the patient be told 


I believe that most physicians will agree that in 


chronic cases—eyesight, hearing, arthritis—the pa- 
tient should be told that nothing more can be done 
so that time arid, when necessary, money may be 


i saved. In serious ailments when life cannot be sav- 
i ed the family, if not the patient, should be told that 


I the case is hopeless. Hope is perhaps the greatest 
1 single factor in bringing a patient through a crisis 


or in curing a chronic ailment. It should not be tak- 
en away while life lasts. 
What about "hopeless" cases? 
Should these 


patients be told that their case is hopeless? 


In Medical World some months ago, Dr. S. Block 


states: "In the hopeless case, do not tell the patient 
that nothing can be done for him. The hope that 


' springs eternal in the human breast must never be 


ruthlessly demolished. The shattering of this hope 
often causes the person more misery than the orig- 
inal complaint. No matter how intelligent one may 
be, there is a helpless feeling of impending doom on 
hearing the fatal pronouncement from some one 
who is in a position to know."

Mr. Quayle got into the mixup 


by making a ititement that all 
he knew about wa* a $50,000 loan 
from John L. Lewii and his or- 
ganization which was on the 
books of the Democratic national 
committee when he became treas- 
urer in April, 1937. 
Further re- 


search into the 1936 records has 
disclosed to Mr. Quayle that the 
contributions, which were not in 
the form of loans and which con- 
sequently are not recoverable by 
the workers' o r g a n i z a t i o n , 
amounted to the half million dol- 
lar figure. 


The incident becomes important 


in view of the efforts made by 
Senator Tydings of Maryland, 
Democrat, in the closing days of 
the last session of Congress, 
to 


have a provision attached to pend- 
ing legislation so that political 
loans and contributions could not 
be made without the knowledge 
and specific consent of the work- 
ers themselves. 


The proposal was made by the 


Maryland senator with the hope 
that, at the next session. Congress 
would have the same measure be- 
fore it for action. The British 
labor laws require strict regula- 
tion of the financial activities of 
labor unions in political cam- 
paigns. American election laws 
sharply prohibit corporations, or 
any group of corporations such ,as 
would be embraced in the average 
trade association, from making 
money contributions to political 
campaigns. Another Hatch law 
governing the methods of obtain- 
ing money from 
workingmen, 


originally for dues, only to have 
huge sums contributed to political 
campaigns by union executives 
without submitting the matter to 
the workers, is likely to get seri- 
ous consideration in the next 
Congress. 


The time may have become ripe 


for this legislation because of the 
C. I. O.'s extraordinary relation- 
ship to the 1936 campaign. Thus 
it is disclosed that the so-called 
Labor Non-Partisan 
League, 


which campaigned for Mr. Roose- 
velt, was financed to the extent 
of 3140,000 by the C. I. O. unions. 
The A. F. of L. has since de- 
nounced the league as a tool of 
the C. I. O. 


When labor unions form and 


finance political organizations, the 
Congress, of course, can 
extend 


its power of regulation to such 
unions as it does to corporations. 
So far as disclosure of financial 
contributions, there is no ques- 
tion but that the C. I. O. unions 
have made complete and 
full 


revelation of .their activities. The 
point at issue is not related mere- 
ly to compulsory disclosure, 
be- 


caut* thi« it almdy nuuired bv 
•xUting law. n» ccitroverS 
will c*nt*t rather on whether 
worken who pay their dues for 
one purpose can. have those furxk 
used for another objective 


There 1* no legal rwon why 


workers ihould not contribute u 
much of their pay as they with to 
campaign fundi, but ihould labor 
unions, at such, be permitted to 
do the tolidting, especially when 


e u denied era. 
a similar privilege

Some of the big corporations with 
hundreds of thousands of stock- 
holders would be meat for the po- 
litical managers, even if the as- 
sessment was only fifty cents » 
head. 


If the labor unionsr" therefore, 


fight legislation forbidding them 
from using union dues for po 
litical purposes or prohibiting 
the membership rolls of the or- 
ganiaation from being utilized for 
solicitation of campaign 
funds, 


then it would not be surprising to 
see an effort made in Congress to 
lift the present ban on the solici- 
tation or contribution 
of cam- 


paign funds by corporations. 


Theoretically, 
the 
giving of 


large sums by any individual or 
organization is supposed to begot 
a possible use of undue influence. 
Corporations 
which made 
big ' 


campaign gifts used to be accused 
of seeking special favors. In- 
stead of condemning this practice 
and declaring that two wrongs do 
not make a single right, the C. L 
O. leadership has insisted publicly 
that the contributions it made in 
the 1936 campaign entitle it to 
special privileges at the hands of 
the present administration. 


There is no evidence that any- 


body in the administration was 
consciously influenced by what the 
C. I. O. contributed in the 1936 
campaign, and the imputation by 
Mr, Lewis, in a statement to the 
press, that there was an obliga- 
tion of some sort resulted in an 
almost immediate repayment of 
the $50,000 loan as a means of 
showing the administration's dis- 
pleasure over the incident. 


There is no doubt that the C. I 


0. wields considerable influence in 
the present administration, but no- 
body can truthfully say that the 
money contributed by the C. I. 0. 
brought this about, though the 
presence of a large number of 
votes among C. I. 0. unions no 
doubt had its effect, just as 
numerical voting strength cus- 
tomarily does when exercised by 
Dther pressure groups, such at 
farmer associations 
or varioui 


trade union factions that do not 
contribute money but give can- 
vassing time to line up their unem- 
faers both before and on election 
days.

Francis, D. D., archbishop of the 
Old Catholic Movement in Amer- 
ica was the speaker at the Ro- 
tary Luncheon held Wednesday at 
the Governor Clinton Hotel. The 
bishop was introduced by Charles 
Gradwell of Woodstock. He was 
accompanied by Brother Vincent. 


Bishop Francis, who is abbe of 


the Benedictine Monks, lias taken 
over an abandoned church at 
Meadc's on Overlook Mountain 
which will be the seminary, or the 
Vatican City of the Old Catholic 
Movement in America. Members 
of the community do farm work 
and craftsmanship. They left New 
York city to get away from the 
chaos and confusion and settled in 
the Catskills, which he said was 
unsurpassed in loveliness, charm 
and character. 


The order, he said, vfas estab- 


lished by St. Benedict in Italy 
in the 15th century and produced 
some of the greatest artists, writ- 
ers and craftsmen of the middle 
ages. In 1S70 they did not accept. 
the dogma of the infallibility of 
the Pope and have since perpetua- 
ted the Old Catholic Movement, 
.vhich he described as a middle 
path between Catholicism 
and 


Protestantism 
and

he 


viewed as not irrcconcilible.. He 
deplored the fact that there are 
some 230 religious denominations 
in America and expressed the hope 
that some day all would worship 
together. There are large follow- 
ings of the movement in foreign 
countries. Up until about 20 years 
ago he was the only English speak- 
ing prelate.

which he said he had thoroughly 
investigated. He stated that there 
was nothing to worry about the 
activities of Father Divine for 
I he cult will not last forever.

Shutdown of oil wells in fix 
states, one of the most wkJei»»ead 
curtailment* of raw materials 
ever attempted, took approximate- 
ly 70 per cent of the nations 
crude supply from the market to- 
day.The "shut down strike" in Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Arkansas, Texas, 
Louisiana and New Mexico 
had 


its genesis in a series of price 
cuts by purchasing companies. 
Affected were 170,833 wells pro- 
ducing 3,356,800 barrels daily. 


State regulatory bodief had no 


reports of wells producing in 
violation of orders. Each state 
has statutes which permit closing 
wells to conserve natural re- 
sources. The "ace in the hole" is 
the Connally "hot oil" law pro- 
hibiting interstate shipment of oil 
produced in violation of state 
orders.

New Weather Instrument 


Is Worked by Mirrors 


Washington, 
Aug. 17 
tff)—A 


new weather instrument so deli- 
cate that it can r.icasure the tem- 
perature of drops of water a mile 
above the earth was announced 
today by the American Meteor- 
ological Society. 


It's all done with mirrors, ex- 


plained Dr. C. H. Heck of North 
Carolina State College, who did 
the original research. 


By concentrating the light of 


the sky on a "cascade" of mirrors, 
he said, it is possible to detect 
changes of as much as 35 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the upper 
at- 


mosphere and to use such changes 
in predicting the weather for the 
following 24 hours. 


The instrument used is essen- 


tially a group of mirrors which 
successively concentrate light on- 
to smaller and smaller surfaces 
until the total light falling on the 
largest one is focused on a ther- 
mocuple—an instrument 
which j 


can record heat changes in thou-1 
sandths of a degree. Even a tiny 
change in the amount of light re- 
flected through the series of mir- 
rors will register on the thermo- 
cuple and be detectable on a' 
meter. 


Dr. Heck said that any changes 


in the amount of moisture in the 
upper, atmosphere, 
even to in- 


creases and decreases in the size 
of drops of completely 
invisible 


clouds, cause changes 
in 
the 


amount of light reaching the | 
earth. Thus, by measuring the i 
amount of light it is possible to j 
tell the nature of the air over- 
head and to determine the upper 
air temperature. 


The instrument is so sensitive, 


Dr. Hech said, that it can he used 
as well at night as during the day- 
time.

Negroes Under 
Rule of Women 


Dominate Tribe* in Brazil, 


Columbia Univenity 


Professor Find*. 


NEW YORK.—Women rule the 


groups of Negroes which inhabit the 
jungles surrounding the city of 
Bahia, Brazil, formerly the greatest 
slave market in the western world, 
it is reported by Dr. Ruth Landes 
of the department of anthropology 
of Columbia university, who has 
just returned from more than a year 
in the Bahia region, where she made 
the first detailed investigation into 
the lives of the people ever con- 
ducted. 


Approximately 400,000 Negroes in 


the district worship in cult houses 
ruled by priestesses whose influence 
is strong enough to be felt by many 
of the white people living in the 
same region, Dr. Landes said. The 
cults are directly connected with the 
elaborate, secret religions of the Af- 
rican continent. 


"So powerful are the women in 


these communities that the only 
way to get a position is through one 
of the cult houses," Dr. Landes add- 
ed. 
"Some of the less important 


houses in so far as antiquity and 
influence are concerned have men 
as priests. Their power, however, 
docs not compare with that of the 
women since all the large houses 
are headed by priestesses. Unlike 
most of the communities in the 
world, the power of the priests is 
resented by the male population 
whereas the influence of women is 
taken lor granted. 


Settle All Problems. 


"The priestesses, who are sup- 


posed to serve the gods as mis- 
tresses, settle problems of sick- 
ness, health, love, hate, friendship, 
and every other possible phase of 
native life. A man will not marry 
a woman, or a woman a man, until 
after the priestess has been consult- 
ed. In the past the police have 
made some efforts at control, but 
usually the primitive rites are al- 
lowed to flourish unmolested. 


"Stealing 
and similar crimes 


against the state are handled by the 
police and neighborhood courts, but 
even here the women's influence is 
felt. 
The victim of the thievery 


goes to the priestess to have sor- 
cery worked against the thief, while, 
where it is possible, the thief applies 
to the priestess for the protection 
of the gods. 


"The head priestess in each cult 


house i> supposed to have omnipo- 
tent religious powers. Each cult 
house is distinctly separate, and oc- 
casional differences in beliefs and 
in manner of worship are found. 
There arc approximately 80 cult 
houses in the region, one for each 
neighborhood. Most of the Negroes 
who live in these communities work 
during the day in the city itself. 
Economic problems are at a mini- 
mum. 
Unemployment is rare and 


where it exists it is taken care of 
by the family. Each Negro hut has 
a garden which furnishes the family 
with much of its food. 


"Most of the days and nights dur- 


ing the seven months of the year 
in which the gods are supposed to 
descend close to the earth are spent 
in very elaborate and complicated 
dancing ceremonies. The priestesses 
offer up sacrifices of food to the 
gods, wash their fetishes, and dur- 
ing the ceremonies become pos- 
sessed by them. The gods are be- 
lieved to descend into the bodies of 
the priestesses, transforming them 
into instruments ot divine power. 


Like Negroes of U. S. 


"When the priestesses are 'pos- 


sessed,' the dancing begins. The 
dancing and singing at these cere- 
monies is in a way the primitive 
counterpart of the religious revivals 
attended by Negroes in the United 
States. The lay people in the com- 
munity gather at the rituals at 
night, but the priestesses continue 
the 
ceremonies 
throughout 
the 


whole day. 


"In the more important cult 


houses priesthood is hereditary. Al- 
though the priestesses never marry 
they do have children. It is only 
during the seasons of the ceremonies 
that they have to observe a vow of 
celibacy. 


"The Negroes in this section feel 


none of the social pressures that 
they are normally subjected to in 
other parts of the New world. They 
do suffer from some discriminations 
but these are based on color pref- 
erences rather than racial precon- 
ceptions. That is, no legal statute 
nor popular prejudices define racial 
boundaries, and all doors are open 
to all groups and races, but the 
final choices are usually for those 
of lighter skin color. However, in 
the last analysis ability is utilized 
regardless even of skin color."

'Radiation Sickness' Cure 
Announced by Physicians 


Chicago, Aug. 17 cat—A cure 


for "radiation sickness," which 
has ben a major obstacle in giving 
cancer patients X-ray treatments, 
was announced today 
by the 


American Medical Association. 


The discovery was reported in 


the association's journal by Dr. 
J. Wallace Graham of Toronto, 
Ont. 


He found that nicotinic acid, a 


form of the Vitamin B complex, 
proved "definitely effective" in re- 
lieving the illness in 74.3 per cent 
of 70 patients to whom it was 
given. 


Of the 70 cases. 27.1 per cent 


showed "excellent results" and 
47.2 per cent "good." A "fair re- 
sult" was obtained in 14.3 per 
cent and in 11.4 per cent the drug 
failed. 


Cause of the sickness, which Dr. 


Graham said occurred in about 27 
per cent of the X-ray patients, is 
unknown. The untoward reaction 
has been a "major 
problem of 


Roentgen therapy," he said.

With the addition of nausea 


and vomiting to the discomfort of 
those already suffering from can- 
cer, it is not surprising that some 
patients 
prefer 
to 
discontinue 


their treatments rather than suf- 
fer this additional distress," he 
commented. 


The nicotinic acid, a nutritional 


factor effective in treating human 
pellagra and blacktongue in dogs, 
offers great promise, Dr. Graham 
indicated. He reported that in the 
cases which failed to respond to 
the drug, the condition of the 
patient and the advanced stage 
of the disease seemed to be in- 
volved.
